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We continue in this issue the series of illustrated articles on Egypt written by Mystic 


IKE children, we saved the best till the 
last. The next morning we again rode 
to the Gizeh Pyramids, that we might 
have the whole day, if we wished, in 
which to satisfy our desire to see and 
examine the (to us) most interesting of 

all spots in the world, Our plan was to ascend 
the Great Pyramid, enter the interior of three, 
examine the old Temples of Cheops and the 
Sphinx, the Tombs of the Gazelles, and gather all 
possible knowledge that time would. permit \- 
sisted by three sturdy; brown-skinned Bedouins 
each, we made the ascent of the Cheops (Egyptian 
Khafu) Pyramid, called the Glorious Place of 
Khufu, or the Pyramid of Light. The stones or 
steps are from iwo to between three and four 
feet high, and only by dint 
of pulling, pushing and lifting 
on the part of the Bedouins, 
as wellas the utmost exer- 
tion of will and muscle on 
our own, did we at length 
reach the top, where on the 
little platform or flat square 
stone, ornamented with 
groups of five-pointed stars 
carved in the stone, we 
rested. 

We gazed at the marvel- 
ous scene below and around 
us How wonderful! how 
fair! More and more could 
our souls realize the deep 


Significance of it all. Past 
and present, fertility and 
desolation, life and death 


outpictured, The stately 
Nile, with its many branch- 
ing canals like threads of 
silver, flowing amid green 
fields and palm gardens, the 
nestling villages like dusky 
vs on emerald plains, 
the domes, spires and mina- 
rets of Cairo, the Mokattam 
Hills, with their grim bat 
tlements in the distance, the 
vast sandy basin, and far- 
stretching plain of the 
desert surrounding, and over 
four hundred and fifty feet 
below us, altogether made a 
Stene to be felt rather than 
deseribed—to be dreamed of 
rather than drawn. 

In awe and silence we descended, only to be 
More profoundly impressed, as we at last began the 
ĉtitrance into the interior, a feat considered most 
arduous and not a little dangerous. But в mo- 
ment's digression on the meaning of the Pyramidal 
idea and the reason why these great monuments 
Were built.

connected with the Pyramids were temples of 
initiation into religious mysteries. Napoleon was 
Said to have received initiation into а secret 
Brotherhood that taught these mysteries. 
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Among the adepts of the Inner Brotherhoods 
fire is the symbol of the Eternal One. It mounts 
upward as a pyramid. The shape of the pyramid 
symbolizes the mounting up of flames, hence 
they say the Idea symbolized by the Pyramids is 
that of the Infinite, the Creator. Another in- 
genious theory has been advanced to the effect that 
the building is a symbol of the sun’s ravs falling 
upon the earth, hence it is related to the sun, which 
the Egyptians worshiped as symbol of Deity. 

In ancient Egyptian and Coptic language 
Pyre signifies the sun, and mue in Coptic means 
brightness and ray. Ап obelisk represents, 
cording to Egyptologists, a sun ray. The

worship of the Supreme Deity.

How close the analogy to St. Pauls illustra- 
tions of the spiritual life when he tells us we must 
“pass from death unto life," and that as we live 
in the purity of holiness, we are building the 
‘tabernacle not made with hands, eternal in the 
heavens."

Sacred Papyri the Entrance 
on Light, This refers not to 
the light of an earthly, but 
the heavenly day, with which 
the descent into the grave 
is always associated, 

We descended the nar- 
row, steep and dangerously 
smooth alabaster passage, 
which precedes the one fol- 
lowing, and which is so low 
as to necessitate bending al- 
most double, in order to pass 
to the chamber of the queen, 
The steep alabaster descent 
was difficult, even the 
"narrow way that leads to 
life" is difficult for him who 
would begin the life of the 
spirit, The lew passage, 
which compels the stooping 
posture, represents to us the 
valley of humiliation and 
self-abnegation through 
which the soul must pass in 
order to enter the queen's 
chamber - illuminated 
intuition.

of passages, descents, ascents, channels and cham- 
bers, some rough, some exquisitely smooth, some 
of most stately height and breadth, some во low 
and narrow one ean scarcely pass through them, 
are only significant and meaningful when taken as 
a material illustration of the spiritual experiences 
in the progress of the soul. The references in the 
Sacred Book can only be intelligible when applied 
to this wonderful Pyramid of Light. The entire

Fields of the Sun seems symbolically to take place 
in some kind of building. The aflusions to the 
festivals of the “Northern and Southern Passage,” 
the passing over the “Hidden Lintel” to “Osiris, 
who dwells in the Roofed House," the “Going In” 
and “Coming Out," the passing of gates and doors 
and stairways, all point to the grand materialization 
of the same in the majestic masonry of the Pyramid 
of Light. 

The first chapter of the Sacred Ritual refers to 
ihe Pir M Hru, or entrance on Light—that is, the 
light of the invisible world which the deceased was 
entering on his laying down of the body. Stage 
after stage of his heavenward pilgrimage is then re- 
ferred to in Ritual and illustrated by the interior 
chambers of the Pyramid. As his goal was in- 
dissoluble union with the great Creator, 16 was nec- 
essary that he should know the mysteries of both 
the spiritual and material worlds, hence there were 
many stages of knowledge to be gated, many steps 
of progress to be achieved before the mouth of the 
tomb. could become the portal of the immortal day. 
The “Ka,” or soul, must be born anew through 
spiritual knowledge before there could be initiation 
into things divine. The Initiate must become the 
Adept, and the Adept be able to pass the Tribunal 
of Truth, before he could escape from the Halls of 
Death and pass into the Presence of Divine Light, 
and dwell in the Sacred Mansions of the great 
Osiris, 

For each of these grades of knowledge and prog- 
ress the Creed of Egypt taught that “the great 
Creator has assigned a distinct locality in the great 
outer manifestation of Himself’ (7, e., the universe), 
and each of these localities is described symbolically 
in the Mystic Ritual and inscribed masonically in 
the features and dimensions of the Hidden Places 
of the Pyramid, 

Yet to the mind of the Egyptian the bed of the 
Nile was but an image of the invisible land watered 
by the “Celestial Nile"—the Hold Land of the 
Dead, with its threefold division into the territory of 
Initiation, the district. of Hhumination and the 
Home of the hidden God. Egypt was divided into 
forty-two districts, cach having a Temple with a 
specific function and priesthood. These divisions 
corresponded to the forty-two judges which the 
deceased was to meet, after he had achieved the 
“passage of the sun” and “opened the gates of the 
Nile," For every division of the country and for 
every structure there was a given name of divine 
mystery, which reflected the country of the Holy 
Dead. 

Thus, in the Pyramid we see the hint of the double 
significance of both the heavens and the earth, the 
spiritual and the material. 

The subject is too vast; at best we сап but. set 
you thinking, Brothers, but we assure you of the 
wonderful revelations that await the earnest stu- 
dent of the occult and spiritual symbology of 
Ancient Egypt. 

When we were examining the Sphinx, to our 
great pleasure we found a most interesting old 
Sheik, who from a child had been associated with 
the great Bgyptologists, among whom were Mar- 
iette Bey, Flinders Petrie, Piazzi, Smythe and 
others. He could talk very good English, and was 
so absorbed in his great love for the subject that 
we were greatly enriched by his conversation. 
For hours he escorted us from one interesting tomb 
or temple to another, giving facts and incidents 
that could not otherwise have been obtained. 

The Sphinx, of which we present two pictures, 
is deeply impressive. She Ties there in dumb 
protest aud pathetic helplessness at the encroaching 


sands, which every year more surely advance upon 
her prostrate form. 

Some yards away to the right are the remains of 
the ancient Temple of the Sphinx. The solid, 
well-cemented, enormous stones of the floor, the 
walls, also several pillars, still remain. The walls 
have many interesting and clear-cut hieroglyphics, 
revealing many symbolic forms and realistic pic- 
tures, which fairly represent the general type of 
architectural illustration. Аз in the accompany- 
ing pieture there are, besides the figures of men, 
gods and animals representing the manners, cus- 
toms and history of the times, many significant 
symbols of their religion, their scientific. princi- 
ples and their conception of the Deifie nature. 
Masonic emblems and postures are numerous, 
giving a reliable basis for the real origin of Masonry, 
and proving the oneness and universality of truth. 

The Symbology of Egypt is most mysterious and 
difficult of interpretation, owing to the complex 
variety of symbols and the many combinations 
made with each one. Thus, Horus, the god of 
Light, is sometimes represented under the form of 
a crocodile, with a hawk's head and the solar disc. 
The croeodile's eves were said to represent. light, 
and his tail darkness. In Isaiah ix, 15, we read: 
The ancient and honorable, he is the head; and the 
prophet that teachetli lies, he is the tail” 

The crocodile was also a symbol of fecundity, and 
in the unregenerate or natural world represented 
evil or darkness, but in the regenerate or spiritual 
realm, Perfection. 

The hawk was a symbol of the Divine Life, or 
Eternal Spirit, and crowned with the solar disc 
signified radiating spiritual light. 

The eynocephalus ape, so often found in the 
hieroglyphic writing, was in Egypt, as in India, the 
symbol of regeneration, or the passage from the 
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state of an animal to that of man, and from death 
to eternal life; when in a sitting posture it repre- 
sents the state of balance between light and dark 
liess, between good d evil, truth and error.

The little serpentine line which signifies water is 
very frequent. on the granite walls, and water is one 
of the most important symbols. In the ancient 
teaching of Egypt water was considered the mother, 
or mairiz, of the world. Man was looked upon as 
an image of the world (the microcosm) ; the initiate 
was to be born again to a new life, and the baptism 
was, therefore, a symbol of the primal waters: 
For this reason the initiate—Msche, Moses, a 
word signifyi g in Egyptian saved from the water 
or by water—was by the Hebrew designated 
Mschhee, unction, and Msche, to save. We see, 
therefore, how profoundly significant every name 
and word becomes when seen in the light of its 
original meaning, 

The braided basket or fan is also among the 
symbols used very frequently. 

'The fundamental idea is of Master or lord, and 
the fan became the symbol of the idea Master or 
lord because it also meant the purification of souls, 

“The initiations,” says one prominent authority, 
“being the commencement of a better life, and to 
become the perfeetion-of it, eould not take place 
till the soul was purified; the fan was accepted as 
the symbol of that purification, because the myste- 
ries purged the soul of sim, as the fan cleanses the 
grain." 

See our own Scriptures, Luke iii, 17, and you will 
better understand the words of John concerning 
the Messiah. 

The Tau, or Egyptian cross, which is found so 
often in their walls and manuscripts, is an emblem 
of the dual principle of Cr ion, and is the key 
that unlocks many mysteries. The triangle is the 
symbol representing to the Egyptian mind Eternal 
Light, apart from earthly support. The great 
Angle, which resembles a compass, represents the 
Source of Life. The Scarabwus typifies hope 
and immortality, the Hawk is symbolic of the One 
Eternal Self-Existent Being, the lily ва symbol 
of God manifest in the flesh, the Serpent of In- 
finity, Wisdom. 

But upon these wonderful and deeply interest- 
ing themes we cannot linger: and as we were obliged 
to leave the Pyramids, the Tombs and all the treas- 
ures of this wonderful old Egypt, we are now 
obliged to leave you, dear Brothers, but with the 
hope that your interest in the search. for living 
truth will be heightened and deepened and quick- 
ened, as ours has been, even by these fleeting 
glimpses of the marvels of Egypt, the land of the 
Nile and the Pyramids, of the Serpent and the 
Lotus.

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An Extraordinary Hindu Trick 


“Tne acknowledged greatest of all Hindu per- 
formances," said Captain Weaver, of London, “апа 
the one that has been told by trustworthy persons 
too often to be doubted, is the one in which the 
fakir throws a ball of twine into the air above 
him, while he holds the loose end of the string and 
then climbs it, with a knife between his teeth, fol- 
lowing the boy assistant who has preceded him. 
In this performance the spectators, surprised when 
both boy and man climb out of sight, are horrified 
when the boy's severed head, arms and legs, fol- 
lowed by his trunk, fall to the ground, with the 
man sliding down close behind. Their astonish- 
ment is increased when the fakir gathers the quiv- 
ering members and restores the boy to life. 

“Well, I saw this performance once, and once 
I didn’t see it, and the latter experience was more 
wonderful than the former. 

“I had some London friends visiting me, and 
after having left them for a few minutes on the 
broad veranda of my bungalow, I saw, as I was 
returning, the very fakir and his assistant whom 
I had seen perform the trick, standing about forty 
feet in front of my friends, apparently preparing 
for their performance. As I was about the same 
distance behind the Hindus, and had not been ob- 
served by them or seen from the veranda, I stood 
quietly where I was, so as to not disturb the per- 
formance. 

“The man placed a drawn knife between his 
teeth, took the usual ball of twine in his right hand, 
made a motion as though throwing it iu the air, 
and then stood perfectly quiet. My friends on the 
veranda were looking into the upper air, with as- 
tonishment pictured on their faces, which in a 
minute turned to a look of horror as their eyes 
came back to the ground. In another minute their 
countenances lit with pleasure, and they loudly 
applauded with their hands and feet. The fakir 
was gathering in his 'baeksheesh' when I joined 
them. 

“They could not say enough about the wonderful 
performance they had seen, and were astonished 
beyond measure when I told them 1 had been as 
near the fakir as themselves, and had seen nothing 
of what had so wonderfully impressed them." 


A Sailor's Premonition 

“Tre night before the attack on Fort Fisher," 
relates Admiral Robley D. Evans, in his interesting 
autobiography, "A Sailor's Log," *we had on board 
the Powhatan a fine young seaman named Flanni- 
gan, who came from Philadelphia. On the night of 
January 4, 1865, he eame to my room with a small 
box in his hand and said to me: ‘Mr. Evans, will 
you be kind enough to take charge of this box— 
it has some little trinkets in it—and give it to my 
sister in Philadelphia? I asked him why he did 
not deliver it himself, to which he replied: 'I am 
going ashore with you to-morrow and will be killed.' 
I told bim how many bullets it required to kill a 
man in action, and in other ways tried to shake 
his convictions, But it was no use—he stuck to 
them. He showed no nervousness over it, but 
seemed to regard it as a matter of course. I took 
the box, and after making a proper memorandum 
put it away among my things. On the afternoon 
of the next day, when we were charging the fort, 
and just as we came under fire, at about eight 
hundred yards, I saw Flannigan reel out to one 
side and drop, the first man hit, with a bullet 
through his heart. I stepped quickly to his side 
and asked him if he were badly hurt. His only 
reply was a smile as he looked up into my face and 
rolled over, dead. The box was delivered as re- 
quested, and I afterward assisted in getting a pen- 
sion for his sister.”

been in Alto Pass but a short time when his weird 


mental powers began to astonish the natives. Не 
first demonstrated, his miraculous will power in a 
drug store. A few eveuings thereafter Lerche re- 
peated his performance in his uncle's home. 


In his performance nt his uneie's home he used 
an iron poker several feet long and qu heavy. 
Standing it against the w at an angle of forty- 
five degrees, he seated himself a few feet distant 
and focused his eyes on the top of the poker. 
Within a few seconds it began trembling, then 
gradually rose to a perpendicular position. After 
standing 8 moment it moyed toward him in short 


jumps. 

Mr. Lerche can ғ any wood or metal object, 
such as umbrellas or canes, in the same way. Не 
can be induced to exert his strange mental power 
only а short time before going to bed, as he says it 
makes him deathly sick unless he cam take refuge 
in sleep. The correspondent says that Mr. Lerche 
is a modest young man, cultured and refined, and 
detests notoriety. 

It has been noticed in treating a patient, even 
though the healer addresses the mind of the pa- 
tient—the thinking part of him—that the thought 
he sends out enter the patient's body 
first: that it seems to make its impression th 
even before the patient's brain perceives the im- 
pression has been made. 

This shows me that the healer's thought seeks 
the point of least resi What is the point of 
least vesistance? И is the body ; the body is always 
negative to the brain; consequently the healer's 
thought makes its impression on the body of the 
patient first. After the impression is made on the 
body, the brain gradually recognizes and acknowl- 
edzes that there has been à change in the body for 
the better.

healer then addresses him as one person will speak 
to another, saving to him: “There is no power in 
disease; it is but a negation of your power. И 
has no place in your whole organization but the 
place you give it by believing in it, Disease is not 
a builder: it is not a factor of growth; it is simply 
an impediment conceived in the untrained mind, 
and the same mind can dismiss it when it has 
learned the truth. As you have been unable to 
dismiss it, and have come to me to dismiss it for 
you, Г now speak the word that releases you 
from it.” 

The first intimation of the healer that the patient 
has received his mental message is shown in a 
change in the patient's bodily condition. Here, 
then, is my application of a fact demonstrated by 
the experience of many healers to the item quoted 
from the World. If that which is most negative 
receives a mental message first, then wood and iron 
are infinitely more negative than the human body, 
and present even less resistance to the entrance of 
positive thought. Therefore I see no reason why 
the statement concerning the power of Viggo 
Lerche should be rejected as an impossible thing.

The great 
healer is always in the thouglit; he is always g 
rating newer and higher and more positive thought 
on this subject, and as often as the patient comes 
into the healer's thought, holding himself receptive, 
he absorbs this thought; it flows through him, it 
enfilis him, and he gradually loses sight of his dis- 
through his with the 
the healer bas lost sight of all disease through his 
knowledge of absolute truth. 

The first necessity of the healer is а knowledge of 
this one great fundamental truth. The healer must 
study the law of mental development until he 
reaches the point where he knows that mind is 
master; that the mind tes disease, and that it 
also has the power to ereate health. To reach this 
great truth he must devote time and patience to 
study and thought. He must develop his reasoning 
powers far beyond the point where the majority. of 
the race has stopped reasoning, for the majority 
will not think out of the long-established 
of thought, They cling to the old; they stake their 
iferests in the hereditary beliefs of past 's, and 
wus tie up their brains and render them helpless 
nnd inefficient for praetical advancement in knowl- 
edge, 

But a time may come when the healer must 
again direct special attention to the patient by 
going to him in thought, and there and then pour- 
ing into his mind the truths that lift him out of his 
old beliefs. 

This is when he finds from his letters that the 
patient is not improving. He then knows that he 
has not made the true thought connection with him, 
and that he must make it with him. Не does this, 
and ава rule the patient responds right away. In 
my experience. it has been seldom that this has 
happened; so that out of a hundred patients I have 
only three or four of this class of cases оп hand at 
one time, 

And again, I have found by observation that it 
is not necessary to set a particular time in which 
to meet & patient in thought. It is never necessary 
to do this except in indulgence to the patient's fixed 
belief that it bas to be done in order for him to 
receive the expected benefit. Some patients are so 
obstinate on this point, though manifestly in the 
wronz, that the healer must comply in order to 
remove the impediment to their recovery. 

And this is the only reason why a healer should 
в а specially appointed time to treat a patient; 
for “thoughts are things''—and they are intelligent 
things, too. Charge a thought with а 
carry, and it carries it; and it never 
coherence or its intelligent design until its mission 
is fulfilled, The patient may sit at the time agreed 
"pon, and the healer may be faithful to the appoint- 
ment, and yet the may not be delivered 
then.

I know how this sounds to persons who live upon 
the physical plane entirely, and who have post- 
ропе all tlie finer manifestations of life to a future 
worhl; but it is true Results are demonstrating 
its truth in spite of all the ignorance that is com- 
bating it. Look nt the cnres the mental healers are 
making—at least eighty per cent. of all their pa- 
tients, And look at these patients: in almost every 
instance they are the “incurables,” so pronounced 
by the medical men who have turned them out to 
die. No honest investigator can get around these

Е “Medical men are discussing а lecture by Pro- 
fessor Pfluger, of the University of Bonn, on longev- 
ity, in which he asserts that the average length of 
human life is steadily increasing. He maintains 
that one-third of all the deaths registered in Munich 
are due to heart disease, brought on by the immod- 
erate use of beer, and that tobacco also claims a 
large percentage of the victims 
“Among forty centenarians who have come un- 
der his notice there was only one smoker, while 
nearly all professed to a moderate use of alcohol, 
“What Professor Pfluger most seriously warns 
ople against is the thought and fear of death. 
Phe mind must be filled with aspirations and occu- 
pied, he says, in order to secure longevity. Hard- 
working men who retire rarely live much longer. 
“The German census statistics show that in 1871 
the centenarians numbered 147 men and 287 wo- 
men, but in 1900 only five men and thirty women. 
As is well known, in Munich the consumption of 
beer per capita is greater than elsewhere in the 
world and the percentage of heart disease is higher. 
"Beer has а worse influence on the heart than 
either wine or whisky. Tobacco is better borne by 
adults and the aged than by youth, No youth 
should be allowed to smoke before the age of twen- 
ty-one. Wine has been said to be the milk of old 
age; it should not be used until past the noon of life. 
“That the German census shows a reduction. of 
old men since the war with France is natural. The 
age of industrialism, of city life, of strain, of alcohol 
and of the venereal diseases; with increase of *tabes 
dorsalis’ and general paresis, is the present age of 
Germany, as it is of the United States. Only the 
sedate and the temperate in all things can expect 
length of days.”

BELOVED wives and daughters of 
men, know this blessed truth, mother- 
hood is the most sacred and divine 
blessing in the world.

If the mother has not the strength of character 

impress her strong thoughts, the child is born 
under ordinary conditions, and. drifts with the 
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masses, open to all the world’s suggestions, and 
powerless to withstand their control. 

Mothers in the lower walks of life bring forth chil- 
dren without any thought, just as do the animals. 
As soon as their children are old enough, they are 
pu to work, without having been taught anything 
уу their parents—who really are not to blame, as 
they cannot be expected to teach their children 
what they did not learn themselves—thus the poor, 
little, dwarfed minds have to pass through life's 
struggles, one generation ending in exactly the 
pa where the previous one started. This in- 
ierited condition can be changed only by educating 
the mothers to an understanding of the natural pre- 
natal law, 

It cannot be denied that children born of a 
mother of advanced years are usually brighter and 
more talented than children born of younger 
mothers, and this fact is due to the knowledge 
gained by the mother’s experience.

To-day 
somewhere in an Eastern prison this man is serv- 
ing a life sentence for a erime for which his mother 
is accountable. This is only one case out of thou- 
sands where people are being punished, are serving 
sentences of imprisonment, are even being executed, 
for crimes for which mothers and fathers are re- 
sponsible, Thus is literally verified the old pre- 
diction that the sins of the fathers shall be visited 
upon the children unto the third and fourth 
generations. 

A New York mother, whose absorbing ambition 
was to be an actress, attended plays and operas 
unremittingly during the period of her pregnancy, 
with the result that at au early age her boy per- 
sonated the female characters whom his mother 
had wished to emulate, At three years of age this 
child would dress himself in his mother's skirts and 
sing and dance, keeping perfect time with the 
music, while every movement and gesture was of 
such grace and beauty that all thought he had 
acted on the stage. The mother, however, asserted 
that this was wholly on account of her constant 
attendance at the theatre and her passion for the 
stage before the child was born. 

Had this boy personated male characters as well 
as female this illustration would not be so con- 
vineing, but he resented even being called а boy. 
Hosts of girls have wished they had been born boys, 
but this instance appears to be the only one on 
record where a boy wished to be a girl. 

Another instance may be cited where a mother 
during the period of gestation became frightened at 
а runaway horse, and suddenly clasped her hands 
across the small of her back, where she felt à shar 
pain. When a little son was born to her the small 
of his back was covered with eoarse hair resembling 
that of a horse, and when this child became excited 
or angry he made a noise similar to the neighing of 
a horse, 

We have often seen effeminate boys and coarse, 
masculine girls. This unnatural condition is 
caused by {Ме mother's strong desire for the oppo- 
site sex of her child. It is too late to change the 
sex after conception has taken place, but sex may be 
determined at the time of conception if parents 
will inform themselves and pay attention to those 
things which are more important to the welfare of 
the race than are any other subjects in the world. 

Stock raisers devote a great deal of time to the 
breeding of stock, having learned that they can im- 
prove upon animals and greatly increase their 
value, but how seldom has it occurred to them that 
they can improve upon human beings! Do they 
fear to usurp God’s plans? When you enter their 
homes you find inferior children, for the parents 
have ignored’ the object-lessons in nature. И is 
self-evident that if one ean improve upon the de- 
velopment of the animal and the vegetable world 
he can also improve upon the human. : 

These important matters must rest with the 
mother, for the thought she entertains during her 
critical period decides the momentous result. 

A young married woman was spending а summer 
in the country with her relatives a few months prior 
to the birth of her first child. Unfortunately, she 
was in a very angry and unhappy mood at her pros- 
peetive motherhood. She became hysterical, and 
she was so generally disgreeable that all her friends 
shunned her. When her baby girl was born the 
child behaved in the same way, crying and fretting 
continually, and the mother could get no rest day 
or night. Two years later this mother came to 
spend the summer with the same relatives. She 
again was pregnant, but her disposition was com- 
pletely changed. She had seen the unhappy effect 
of her mood upon her first-born, and she was deter- 
mined to develop the opposite conditions in the 
second. From the time of her conception she 
absolutely refused to recognize anything but har- 
mony, She cultivated ‘the true, the good and the 
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beautiful.” She would not allow a suggestion of 
ill-temper to come to her, but she held always in 
thought the ideal picture of what she desired her 
child to Бе; hence, when the second little stranger 
was ushered into this visible existence, he was the 
personification of goodness and beauty. 

It may be said: “This is all very well, but we 
knew mothers who have brought forth children with 
dispositions just the opposite of those the mothers 
were manifesting at the time of conception and 
birth.” 

The reply is that only the deep impressions can 
be imparted to the child. Our passing, fleeting 
thoughts do not mean much to us; it is only the 
deep-seated, the concentrated thoughts, that are 
manifested or made visible, “Аз a man thinketh 
in his heart so is he."

So, day after day, when I saw she was under the in- 
fluence of liquor, 1 silently sent her my best thoughts 
and, no matter how much she annoyed me, I tried 
all the more to exeuse and make things easy for her. 
To my surprise I found her getting better. Some 
days she had scarcely touched anything, and ap- 
peared to be trying to improve in her manners and 
general attitude to the rest of us. And so the time 
went on and in less than а year she was like another 
woman. She never knew, as far as I was concerned, 
what I had been thinking, nor how near I had come 
to making trouble for her by reporting what surely 
would have caused her to Jose her position if the re- 
port had been made. 

“ Setting aside the good that had come to her, that 
which came to me was of infinite value. I found 
that the words, ‘pray for them which despitefully use 
you,’ had become alive tome. They were no longer 
mere word forms which only a god could live up to. 
They were for me to prove und after this experience 
I could say with authority, it їз possible to live the 
teachings of Jesus, as well as admire them.” 

She gave valuable testimony concerning the law 
for each and all of us, did she not? 


In recalling the light in her face as she spoke, and 
the deep earnestness of her words, I knew that she 
had found it “more blessed to give than to re- 
" The effort it had cost her to overlook the 
many annoyances to which she had been sub- 
jected, such as affronts given in the presence of 
others, duties unnecessarily thrust upon her, mis- 
understandings emphasized, countless small items 
made to assume great proportions, was worth more 
than all it cost when she found that the affronts 
finally lost their sting, the added duties brought out 
a power of adjustment she did not realize that she 
possessed before. the small things dwindled to 
nothing in comparison to the dignity with which at 
last she could meet them. 

She had given a little time, good will 
friendly thoughts. She had received the unspe:

It was a form pal- 
pable to the imagination, and is only reported by 
those who, in a state of trance or illumination, were 
caught up out of themselves.

the heavenly Lord; as such He could not die, Death 
had no part ina sinless man. Death was the out- 
come of the carnal Adam, having no dominion over 
a sinless human being.

There was no hope for others. Spirituality in- 
volves specifie levity.

The Divine tide of the spirit in its descent into 
matter is well illustrated by Mother Virtuzia in one 
of her “Circle of Light” spiritual talks.

“As the lily is within the bulb, so the Christ spirit 
is in each soul, The bulb must be planted in the 
earth before it can grow, and so the soul must 
descend into matter before i? can unfold its powers 
and the Christ principle be born within each life. 
The lily bulb must send its roots downward before 
the lije can burst its shell and push its way upward 
into the light, where the leaves grow and the bud 
is formed, and, under the warm rays of the sun, the 
bud unfolds and the beautiful Шу comes forth. 
The analogy holds with man. The animal na- 
ture is the part that the soul must take root in, and 
it must be transmuted and go to build a temple 
for the soul to express through. As man begins to 
aspire for truth, and to know and love God, then 
is he preparing the soil for the soul to take root 
in; and, as we go on living the pure, loving life, 
mati forms an atmosphere about him that helps to 
unfold and quicken the Christ-life within. As that 
is brought forth into expression, it manifests as 
love, peace, wisdom and unselfishness, and gives 
that peace which the world cannot give. It brings 
us health and eternal life; as the bulb is transmuted 
into the lily, so must this body and its senses be 
transmuted into the body of Christ," The grosser 
parts of the nature disappear, and the refined, spir- 
itual nature rises, resurrected from the manger of 
the animal nature.

The degrees of life in this “Resurrection” are 
reached when people have risen above the animal 
condition and have the grace to live like rational, 
spiritual creatures, observing the intellectual and 
moral laws of their being. The unfolding of this 
Law or Lire leads naturally to the sweetest ac- 
tions, the little deeds of kindness or of love, the 
gentle, tender memories that are often folded in 
the cosy corners of our hearts, pure and undefiled, 
like snow on snow. : 

Was it not Augusta C. Bristol who sang this 
truth so sweetly? 
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Ir is usually a mystery to those who for the first 
time hear the theory of the mental origin of disease 
expounded to know how there can be any connec 
tion between thought and disease. For they were 
not conscious of having thought themselves into 
disease. In fact, they consciously, eagerly desired 
health. Moreover, it is plain enough, so they 
argue, that disease is largely a physical affair, The 
mind may have something to do with the healing of 
disease. But how could thought actually give rise 
to physical disturbance? 10 is obviously absurd to 
say that one simply imagines one's illness. Disease 
js very real, deg imagination alone is exceedingly 
light and airy in comparison with it. 

Obviously, the critic is largely correct in all 
these judgments. No rational upholder of the men- 
tal healing theory believes that disease is due to the 
imagination. Nor i is it maintained that peor le con- 
зе озу th ink themselves into ill-health. It would 
absurd to deny that disease is largely 
To de iny the physiologie: al conditions ot 

sense would be to adopt a very artificial way of 
thinking. у ini y by 
admitting all the facta, or not at all. From the 
first, the rational mental healing devotees have ac- 
knowledged the physiologie: al facts of disease. 
Rational mind cure thrives, not by de nial but by un- 
derstanding; it urges both the sick and the thera- 
peutist to make sure that all the faets are taken into 
account. To understand the deeper facts is to see 
that there is a more intelligible way of escape from 
disease than by mere reliance upon medical methods. 
Hence one must really understand the more rational 
mental theory before р: issing judgment upon it; and 
the way to understand it is to test it in actual prac- 
tice. 

The mystery in regard to the connection between 
thought and matter begins to be cleared up when 
one discovers that mental activity is not limited to 
the highly conscious life but is intimately connected 
with the vast realm of subconscious life. In this 
deeper, more or less hidden part of our nature there 
is undoubtedly a close relation with the region 
which the investigators of the Society for Psychical 
Research denominate the “subliminal self” 
Hence the subconscious life is to be taken ac- 
count of in telepathic aud similar psychic experi- 
ences. It is also bound up with the organic life of 
the body, so that all actions known by pliysiologists 
as “automatic,” as exemplifying ‘‘unconscious 
cerebration" come under this head. In short, our 
whole life is at any given moment subconscious ex- 
cept so far as certain feelings and thoughts arise 
from the subliminal realm into explicit conscious- 
ness. One cannot define the subconscious world 
except by inference, that is, in the light of that 
which develops out of it, But it is clear that it in- 
eludes our organie life as surely as it partakes of 
psychic experiences, One cannot tell how far the 
organic life enters into the psychic experiences, 
since it is only tlie conscious resultants that are 
known. But as indefinite as our knowledge may 
be, it is clear that the notion of subconsciousness 18 
а necessary factor in our thinking. 

Such méntal states as the reader's present eon- 
eentration of attention on the subject now before us 
are typical of consciousness at its highest point. 
Besides these more acute mental states the reader 
is partially aware of varied perceptions of light, 
sound, heat or cold, certain organic activities, and 
the resistance offered by the most immediate phys- 
ical surroundings. Disturbing mental states осса- 
sionally break into the reader’s chosen line of 
thought, and the mind wanders off now and then, 
either away from the subject entirely or in search 
of corroborative and conflicting facts of experience. 

Each of these remembered experiences, long cher- 
ished in the great storehouse of the subconscious 
world, represents a more or Jess conscious relation 
to that world. When a judgment appeals to the 
mind as correct consciousness forthwith seizes more 
actively upon it and thereby gives а dynamic tend- 
ency to the subconscious after-effects. Just as like 
thoughts aggregate to form positive conscious be- 
liefs, so the tendency of subconsciousness js un- 
doubtedly to increase a mental state which the will 
has thus dynamics ally defined. But our more volun- 
tary thinking is probably typical of our semi-con- 
scious impulsive hfe. Any mental state that for the 
time being commands attention is likely to influence 
one’s subconscious functioning. The fact. that a 
train of thought plays havoe does not mean that the 
mind has intelligently chosen it. The prognostica- 
tions and forebodings which we half-thoughtlessly 
permit ourselves to dwell upon may be as subcon- 
sciously potent as the most wisely chosen. ideals. 
ni is probably the power that is upon the occasion ex- 

, not the quality of the thought that is subcon- 
отаву effective. There seems to be по evidence 
that subconsciousness discriminates; it takes its 
clue from whatever absorbs the mind. A fear may 
therefore be as readily developed subconsciously 
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as may an inspiration 


Out from the deeper part 
of us our ideas are all the time emerging more potent 
than they entered it. New habits of thought and 
conduct are all the time being formed in this way. 
If the results are now desirable and now undesirable, 


no one may rightly blame subconsciousness. Only 
by carefully guarding all one’s thinking, and all one’s 
feelings as well, may one hope to eliminate the un- 
desirable, No one coule lask for a better illustration 
of subconscious functioning than the growth of an 
exceedingly troublesome morbid or painful mental 
state out of a compar: atively insignificant sensation 
of pain which the mind was foolishly allowed to 
harbor. 

P. P. Quimby, the pioneer mental healer, hit upon 
the hippy characterization of the intermediate sts ite 
in fie subconscious realm as “spiritual matter, 
an expression which seems exceedingly obscure at 
first, but which is in reality a very convenient figure 
of speech. For, according to his perception of the 
subconscious activities of a patient Mr. Quimby 
learned that the mind in its assimilative state 18 
rather like substance, fertile and responsive to en- 
ergy impressed upon it, than like conscious processes 
in general. By the statement, "Mind 15 matter," 
Mr. Quimby did not mean that materialism is true, 
for he held the idealistic theory of matter; but that 
thoughts take definite shape like seeds and germin- 
ate in the favorable soil of our deeper life. Thoughts 
were still of a "spiritual" character, yet through 
their germinal activity they gave shape to the sub- 
stance of the body. Мг. Quimby’ s keen insight re- 
vealed many processes in the life of suffering human- 
ity which were subconscious to the sufferers. Hence 
he proposed a theory to fit the facts, a theory which 
was intended to explain the deeper conditions of 
disease, not the obvious conditions or effects of the 
inner states. When, therefore, he spoke of disease 
as an “error,” as due to “false reasoning," he had 
in mind the entire subconscious train of sequences 
which I have above mentioned. Obviously, the 
entire theory in question is put in a different light 
if one understands that it is the intermediate region 
between the mental and the physiological that is to 
be taken into account, The superficial conclusions 
which people draw when told that disease is men- 
tally originated show that they have not yet caught 
the drift of the new theory. To see the deeper 
drift of investigation is to begin to understand what 
Mr. ми meant when he st aid that it was possible 
to erect а “new science of life" on these discoveries.

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PAIL of water gave James J. Hill to the 
United States. 

The particulars are in this story, 
gathered from the lips of men who 
knew the subject of this sketch before 
the world knew him. Then he was 
jain “Jim Hill," tree chopper and rail splitter, 
Now he is President James J. Hill, railway and 
steamship president, owner and multi-millionaire, 
Then he was unknown beyond the confines of his 
county. His reputation to-day is bounded only by 
the limits of civilization. The detailed facts which 
teach a wholesome lesson for the young men of 
America are told for the first time here: 

The scene now is laid in a wood. 

Crash! 

A tree was prostrate while the echoes of its fall- 
ing sounded trough the hills. The scene was in 
Canada, in the township of Eramosa, in the county 
of Wellington, ten miles north of the city of Guelph. 
The time was winter, the vear 1858. 

The man who felled the tree pulled back his cap 
to cool his brow. 

"Boys," he said, as he stood beside the fallen 
tree, “I am tired of chopping trees and splitting 
rails. There is something more in life than this.” 

" Be careful, Jim; choppin's pretty sure." 

"You're right," echoed the third. 

The first speaker was James J. Hill, to-day presi- 
dent of the Great Northern Railway and president 
of the Northern Securities Company, and one of 
the largest employers of labor in the world. "The 
second. speaker was his brother, Mr. ^. S. D. Hill, 
still on a farm near the old home. The third was 
Mr. Harris, manager of the Northern Branch Coal 
Yard, of the Elias Rogers Coal Company, Toronto, 
Canada. Here they stood near Nature's heart all 
on à level. The chums of childhood, they were the 
fellow-workmen of riper years. 

Opening his coat Mr. Hill read from a well-worn 
paper, which bore the headlines: 

“Splendid chances for voung men in the West.” 
Then he buttoned the paper beneath the homespun 
and the work went on. He had often read it be- 
fore. Two were satisfied to let well enough alone. 
The other was not. 

Now they are as far apart as the poles. 

The story reads like a romance. 

The pictorial effects tell much. 

James J. Hill was born ten and a half miles east. of 
Guelph, in the county town of Wellington, in 1837. 
His filer was a farmer who was poor. НШ knew 
the pangs of want well. He had close acquaintance 
with the wolf. The birthplace is in ruins now. 
Through the chinks in the roof. Hill from his bed 
often saw the moon sail by. The windows of this 
home are gone now. Its crevices are wider still, its 
floor is wrecked and rotten. The pewee builds in 
the ledge over the fireplace long since deserted. 
The ground hog has made his home far beneath the 
rotten floor, the winds of winter sough drearily and 
the snow falls silently, a carpet of spotless white for 
the home Jim Hill once loved. 

Strange contrast to the palace of the railway 
prince in St, Paul, 

Hill was a dreamer af school, But he always 
woke to action, He stood at the head of his class 
m mathematics, He commenced to look for 
Causes when young and created them. Не did not 

ther about results. They came. Hill as a 
Youth was an enthusiastic ornithologist. Did time 
allow he would be the same to-day. His chums, 
Harris and his brother, did the work, under his 
Supervision, climbed the trees, fought off the 
hawks and lesser birds and secured the eggs. But 
Somehow or other James J. Hill always got these 

gs. He was a practical mystic even in boyhood. 

пева the same trait to-day. 

James J. Hill received his education at Rockwood 
School, He saw no university save that of ad- 
versity, Could you borrow the secret of entrance 
and walk through the naked old halls long since 

exerted, wipe the dust from one seat, and you will 
read the words carved deep: 

Jim Hill." 

he president of the Northern Securities Com- 
paty carved these letters, and William Wetherald, 
the master, called him to his private room soon 
after, 

“Hill, did you cut your name in a desk in the 
class-room?" м - 

Yes, sir." 

Remove your coat." 

Metherald' was a little man, and his cat-o’-nine- 

Was merciless. Thus James J. Hill learned for 


the first and last time that the sehoolmaster's gad, 
like the scorpion, had a sting in its tail. The blows 
were cruel ones, and he bore the marks for days. 

But Мг, Hill did not forget his old schoolmaster 
as he rose in wealth and power. In later years an 
autograph letter came to the village of Rockwood 
from the railway magnate, reading: 

Dear Мв. Werneranp: 

Would you not like to take a trip to Winnipeg 
with me accompanied by your wife aud son? ene 
closed are the tiekets for St. Paul and a slight check 
for incidental expenses 

James J, Нил, 

The check was for $500; 

Mr. Hill took his former teacher, now bent by 
the touch of the years, and used him as one prince 
would use another. The party went to Winnipeg. 
Mr. Hill was a director on the Canadian Pacific 
Railway then and Sir William Van Horne the 
newly elected president. Taking Mr, Wetherald 
unexpectedly into the board-room of the directors 
of the road and placing one arm on the shoulder of 
the old school-teacher, the magnate said: “Gentle- 
men, this is the gentleman who taught me in Rock- 
wood school, and it is to him I owe what little 
scholarship Г possess," When the old man died, 
and when they rested him in the Rockwood ceme- 
tery, a special train left St. Paul and ran across the 
continent to Rockwood. With hat lifted, and in 
the centre of a crowd of yeomanry, James J, Hill 
stood watching the remains lowered to their narrow 
home, 

He bore no spite for the flogging of earlier years. 

Samuel J. Wetherald, a от of the teacher, to-day 
has a position of trust at the head offices in St. 
Paul, 

Mr. Hill left school to work in a store at Rock- 
wood. Rockwood had a population of 700 then. 
It has the same number of souls within its borders 
to-day. The proprietor of the shop was Robert 
Pasmore, a tradesman of the old school. The 
salary was $2 a week and board, The hours were 
from five in the morning till eight at night. When 
not behind the counter Hill chopped wood or 
milked. 

A chance nod and Thomas Edison, telegraph 
operator, allowed а train to pass his station at St, 
Mary's, a small. town in Western Ontario, and a 
slight collision occurred. 

St. Mary’s lost Edison, the telegraph operator, 
and the world was given Edison, the wizard. 

The world might have lost J. J. Hill bat for a 
xil of water. Never before has this fact appeared 
im print, and it comes from the lips of one who 
knows the magnate as a brother. A horse trader 
rode up to the store where Hill was working, and 
throwing the bridle over the animal’s head left it 
and went inside. The young man brought out a 
pail, and going to the well drew a bucketful, and 
gave the trader’s horse a drink. The action was 
unsolicited, and it pleased the trader. 

As he mounted to go he handed Hill a New York 
newspaper. Any paper was scarce in those early 
days, and a New York paper was a genuine rarity, 
That night in his room over the store Jim Hill read 
in the largest type of the time: 

“Splendid Chances for Young Men in the West." 

A glowing account of the prosperity westward 
followed. The fire was kindled, and the young 
man whose opportunities to pull aside the veil hid- 
ing the outer world were few carried the paper 
with him till it became unreadable. 

Thus one pail of water—one paper—one King of 
Finance. 

James J. Hill borrowed money from a farmer 
friend near’ his old Ontario home to secure funds to 
leave for Syracuse, N, У. He worked there a while 
before going West. In later years he sent back 
$5,000 to the friend who had loaned him $10 for 
his ticket. That friend was James J. Fairview, 
now dead. If he were living there are few gifts in 
Hill's power that he could not seeure for the asking.

To his brother who gave him this careful advice 
he sent $15,000 to buy a farm. 

To his sister in Eramosa he sent a check for a 
like amount, sent also for the purchase of a farm.

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РестАвсн tells us that there were two sentences 
inscribed upon the Delphic oracle, hugely accommo- 
dated to the usages of man's hfe: “Know thyself,” 
and “Nothing too much?’ and that upon these all 
other precepts are dependent. He ascribes the 
first of these savings to Plato It has also been 
attributed to Pythagoras, Chilo, Thales, Socrates 
and others. In fact, the precept was regarded as 
so sacred and fundamental that Juvenal (Satire, xi, 
27) says that it descended from heaven. Pope and 
others, in modert times, have repeated and enforced 
this nugget of wisdom in graphic ternis. 

Jut instead of heeding these deliverances of some 
of the greatest of human minds the great majority 
of men have studied almost everything else more 
than themselves, It is true that in an important 
department of human pursuit they have studied 
their bodies, but very little eareful thought has been 
bestowed upon themselves. 

A sharp fine of demarkation needs to be drawn 
between introspection in the ordinary sense and a 
vital and discriminating self-knowledge. The for- 
mer concerns itself with an attempt to scan the more 
superficial feelings, passions and relations which be- 
long to the emotional nature, especially in its inhar- 
monious moods and states of consciousness. Not 
recognizing the deeper selfhood and the power of 
idealism, it dwells mainly upon what is merely phe- 
nomenal and often morbid. Thus, through the 
creative potency of thought, wrongly directed, the 
transitory and unreal are accentuated and become 
ruling. ‘They need to be corrected and sweetened 
by an intelligent and constructive spirituality, The 
external husk of things is taken for the starting- 
point and thus disorderly states of consciousness pre- 
vail and finally express themselves in. physical de- 
rangement. Surface indications seem attractive, 
but the vital warm undercurrents which are native 
to the inmost selfhood are choked for want of sym- 
pathetic guidance. Forces and impulses, which are 
divinely right in themselves, through misdirection 
become adverse. Thought, which is inherently 
ereative of conditions, is lured into inharmonious 
mazes, until it finally becomes enslaved by its own 
productions. 

Evervone needs an inner revelation of his life and 
nature. He may imagine himself to be sitting in a 
gallery, looking down and making а careful survey of 
his various mental processes and psychical currents 
But to lose himself in these would be unwholesome 
introspection. Ina way, they must be kept second- 
ary and subordinate. He is to be as much their 
moulder and ruler as if they were actually outsideof 
him. Hemay note their relation, trend and outcome, 
He may even experiment with his own consciousness 
profitably. He is aware, for instance, that love in 
the abstract is harmonizing and uplifting, but per- 
haps just now nothing is calling it out. Let him 
resort to an assembly of his fellow-men, seat himself 
for a half-hour, and consciously suggest to himself 
love toward each one of these individuals specific- 
ally. Then let him note the exact psychological 
effect upon his consciousness and he will learn some- 
thing from this and any similar experiment. We 
need not wait for the slow-moving opportunities of 
the future to bring our abstract ое into con- 
crete exercise. It is possible to live it within our- 
selves and study its output from a secure vantage 
ground. In such a way one may exercise the mus- 
cles of his spiritual nature in а veritable gymnasium. 
He atadcally finds that to think love is to create 
it and to put it into active exercise. One may thus 
round out his spiritually lean places with unusual 
facility. Such a growth will be solid and from 
within rather than an uncertain and mechanical 
accretion from the outside, 

With the great majority conscious being is super- 
ficial. Existence may be defined mostly as a con- 
ventional routine, a convenient policy, following in a 
well-worn groove. Like а shallow, noisy stream, it 
runs along with no clear, still deeps, and is all una- 
ware of possessing any unlimited reservation. It is 
oblivious to the vital laws and more profound forces 
of its own bein Not realizing his inner normal 


realism, man’s life becomes mainly a dream of 
sense, an exeursion through a wilderness of objective 
appearances, Попе fails to make the acquaintance 
of the roots and springs of his deeper nature he 
will be unable to understand causative forces and 
lack that fuller revelation upon which depends hap 
piness and progress. 

'The rigid outline of finished opinion, dogmatie con- 
clusion and a closed revelation is impenetrable to 
the delicate intuitive beams of Truth. “Ехсер ve 
become as little children” the kingdom of heaven 
cannot set up its reign within you, Literalism and 
intellectual self-sufficiency bar out that range of 
spiritual yer eption which only сап perceive the 
truths of being in its purity. The “unpardonable 
sin" spoken of in the hible is only the closed door 
ionud the Spirit of Truth. It is unforgivable be- 
cause self-imposed conditions make it so. Open 
the door and the difficulty dissolves. И the divine 
and the human be allowed to mingle they become 
one, and spiritual evolution makes progress. А new 
consciousness is gained through which man can in- 
terpret himself. 

The supreme necessity is that one must become 
aware of his own intrinsic divinity. Human nature 
has mistakenly diagnosed itself as inherently sinful, 
and thus sin has overspread the whole horizon 
Many are utterly unable to interpret their own un- 
rest and disorder. А friendly hand must hold a 
torch to enable them to make an exploration 
They are really struggling to get free from them- 
selves, but the conflict is hidden. Iu the vain effort 
to find release they seek à change of outward en- 
vironment, and go to the ends of the earth: hoping 
for relief. Mistaking effects for causes, they really 
are estranged from their vital counterpart of the 
inner selfhood, They have the potential resources 
of heaven and earth stored up within, but know 
not how to utilize them, 

If men do not know themselves it follows that 
they do not know each other. The individuality, 
which might be openly expressive, is concealed be- 
hind the forms of slavish conventions and prevail- 
ing worldly policies. The divinity at the soul cen- 
tre is thus repressed and out of sight. A tyrannous, 
even though unwritten, social code chills the ten- 
drils of affection and congeals the warm life cur- 
rents. Each person wears an armor of formality 
which is practically impenetrable. For years men 
may meet and hold converse about the weather, the 
club, the latest novel, polities and neighboring de- 
linquencies, and yet be mutual strangers. 

Bearing in mind that the law of love is the basic 
principle of being, it seems strange that it requires 
some great calamity, peril or distress to melt away 
human frigidity. Some dire mutual experience, and 
often nothing less, may effectually shatter the pol- 
ished armor. А great and unexpected compensa- 
tion of this kind often arises out of trouble and mis- 
fortune. Under such conditions the unity of man 
emerges and kinship and even solidarity is clearly 
revealed. 

То trulv know one's inmost self is to know God. 
We may theorize and speculate about an objective 
Deity, but understanding comes only through inner 
spiritual unison, Only that soul сап know. God 
which has a divine sample within itself. "That is the 
same Son, or Christ, which had full and free expres- 
sion through the historic Jesus. The “lo, here!” and 
“lo, there!" of an external quest will never find satis- 
faction, for its rambling search is for that which is 
already within.

of erudeness of thought and therefore of 
comparative error. They contain a ker- 
nel of truth, but express a mediocre in- 
terpretation of wisdom. At best, they 
represent the average intelligence of a 
community. 

The beauty of hamility and of self-sacrifice are 

pular misconceptions that tend to keep the race 
m mental and physical bondage. They are fostered 
by theological interpretations which are calculated 
to accentuate and sustain them, 

A popular ideal is an ideal for others to attain; 
very few believe it possible for themselves. In gen- 
eral, it is regarded not only as impossible of attain- 
ment, but also as impracticable and impractical. А 
Saviour or a God may attain to it, but not a human 
being, unless it be someone divinely appointed or 
elected for that purpose. 

That ideals are unattainable, and that the prac- 
tical and the ideal are divided by an impassable gulf, 
are popular conceptions. And the more nearly un- 
attainable or impossible an ideal the more popular 
itis. From the Now Thought standpoint, all ideals 
are practicable and practical. All ideals may be 
manifested, and ever the tendency isin that direction 

The basis of the New Thought is the conception 
of the Unity of life. It regards all life as One. 
When any manifestation is affected all manifesta- 
tions are affected, when any is elevated all are ele- 
vated, and when any is degraded all are degraded. 

As а river is inseparable from the ocean in which 
it originates, from out of which it comes and into 
which it flows, so the individual Self is inseparable 
from the Universal Self. Through its relation to 
the Universal each individual Self is related to 
every other individual Self. 

One сап give only what he has, and he must ab- 
sorb before he may radiate. He must receive before 
hemay give. Involution precedes evolution, while 
one must obtain a surplus before he can distribute 
it. 

All growth or development is along the line. of 
Seli-completion. Each individual is Self-creative, 
in the sense that he directs and guides the operation 
of the Principle of Life. Each lives his own life 
and determines his relation to nll else. No one can 
live for another or carry the burdens of another. 

Inherently all life is а Unit, and the elevation of 
one manifestation elevates all. In no од sense 
ean one elevate another. Each must elevate him- 
self. The elevation of one enables others better to 
elevate themselves 

Self-completion results from a life of expresan, 
and expression is a giving out, The life of expres- 
sion is conducive to Self-development, while at the 
same time it is a life of service. One develops only 
as he gives out, for only as he gives can he receive. 
The welfare of the Self and of others is identical. 

A distinction is made usually between devotion 
to Self and service to others, but when a true corn- 
ception of the Self—the Soul—is entertained it will 
be seen that the two are one, АП growth, develop- 
ment or unfoldment is from within, and all develop- 
ment is Self-development. 

The true viewpoint of the Self is the Universal. 
It is not consideration of the Self that denotes self- 
ishness as distinguished from unselfishness, Self- 
ishness is the consideration of the Self as a manifes- 
tation separate and apart from all others. Un- 
selfishness is the consideration of the Self as a Soul, 
inherently united with and inseparable from all 
others. 

There is but one possible point of view for each 
individual—that of the Self. All differences lie 
entirely in one’s understanding of the inclusiveness 
or exclusiveness of the Self. To conceive the Self 
as а form exclusive of other forms is a conception of 
selfishness and separation Considering the Self as 
an Individual Being, inseparably related to the Uni- 
versal Being, is a conception of unselfishness and 
unity. 

When one concerns himself with others to the ex- 
elision of the Self he degrades the Self, and thus 
degrades others. When one exalts others at the 
expense of Self. similarly he degrades both the Self 
and others. In degrading the Self one lowers 
others, and in elevating the Self he exalts others. 

A belief in the necessity or even possibility of 
helping others at the expense of the Self, or a belief 
that they are separate from the Self, reveals a con- 
ception of duality, The belief in the necessity and 
inevitability of helping others through helping the 
Self reveals the conception of unity and insepara- 
bility. 

The Self and others are developed through relation 
to the Universal. As one generates the conscious- 
hess increasingly of love, power, strength, peace, 
this consciousness radiates for the benefit of all. 
And one who is in vibratory sympathy with it enn- 
not escape its healing and uplifting power. 

One does not assist others through “sacrificing” 
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the Self. When one sacrifices he wastes his divine 
heritage. When one sacrifices he throws away and 
fails to take advantage of his gifts and privileges. 
He evidences eoncéptions of error and ignorance, 
and must reap what he sows. 

One Soul is as important as any other Soul, and 
the Self is as much entitled to consideration as any 
other individual. Therefore, no one has any more 
right to degrade the Self than to degrade another. 
The exaltation of the Self is as noble an aim as the 
exaltation of any other Soul. 

Giving is not necessarily “sacrifice.” 
not necessarily ‘unselfishness’ Giving does not 
ignore the Self. Giving is the necessary prelude to 
receiving; and, by reason of this, is absolutely essen- 
tial to individual expression, growth, development 
or unfoldment. Giving wisely is а devotion to the 
highest interests of the Self, and it is the most direct 
path to Self-completion. 

One receives what he lacks through giving. The 
life that gives wisely and continuously receives 
wisely and continuously; for there is an endless 
chain, or continuous current, of expression and 
impression. The noblest altruism is, at the same 
time, the noblest egoism. , 

Self-integrity is an essential of Self-development 
and Self-completion. Whatever impairs that in- 
fegritv is detrimental to the Self, and therefore to 
all. There is an Infinite Source of supply, but the 
individual need and demand are always limited, 
and none can receive more than he is able to de- 
mand. The unfailing source and unlimited supply 
are of use or benefit to the individual only to the 
extent that he is prepared to draw upon them. 

The voices of love and of wisdom demand that 
each individual conserve that which is essential to 
his integrity. It is through wise conservation that 
one may prolong or perpetuate his giving capacity. 
One may continue to give only as he continues to 
receive, and when he gives ignorantly or unwisely 
temporarily he loses the ability to receive. 

When one gives ignorantly he receives igno- 
rantly, and thus reaps the harvest of ignorance, 
One's supply is not replenished immediately when 
he wastes his substance. Nature places a premium 
on wisdom, and not on ignorance. To throw away 
what one has, to dissipate one’s energies or to 
scatter one’s forces requires no wisdom. 

One supplies the needs of others from his own 
surplus by giving wisely; in giving what may be 
dispensed with beneficially by the Self as well as 
what may be received advantageously by others. 
Unwise giving impels others to degrade themselves, 
and thus their growth is retarded. Through giving 
unwisely selfishness and discord are promoted in 
others, and the Self must pay the penalty of its 
ignorance and error. 

Wisdom recognizes a limit to giving. It dictates 
the disposition of one's surplus and the conserva- 
tion of one's capital, or that which is essential to 
the welfare of the Self; And the welfare of the 
Self is the welfare of the race. One's deprivation 
is the deprivation of all; one’s exhaustion leads to 
the exhaustion of all; one’s uplift assists in the up- 
lift of all. 

The thoughts, the messages and the aspirations 
one gives to others are what he represents, If one 
is ignorant he eannot send forth vibrations of 
wisdom, and if exhausted he cannot send forth 
thoughts of strength. 

If one exhaust himself for the assumed benefit of 
another he exhausts himself to the detriment of 
the race. If one impoverish himself for the sup- 
posed advantage of another he impoverishes him- 
self to the disadvantage of all humanity. And 
this universal influence affects injuriously the very 
individual in whose behalf the action is taken. — 

The mere disposal of what one has will not in- 
sure an equivalent return, nor does it evidence a 
life of love or service, Enslaving others by one's 
gifts is neither an evidence nor the result of wisdom 
on his part. The conception of the inherent beauty 
of unrestrained giving satisfies the popular mind, 
for it is superficial and meets the requirements of 
the average emotional intelligence. 2 

It is no easy matter to give or to conserve wisely. 
It is the supreme problem of life, and to solve it to 
the best advantage demands unceasing devotion 
and the highest wisdom. When one gives wisely 
he conserves wisely, When one knows what he may 
part with advantageously, and where it may be be- 
stowed most beneficially, he is able to insure the 
receipt of that which he lacks and requires. Giving 
and receiving are reciprocal always; ignorance 1s 
allied with ignorance and wisdom with wisdom. 

The Self is the supreme factor, irrespective of 
one’s ignorance or wisdom, and the point of view 
depends entirely upon the conception of the Self. 
Self-development or Self-unfoldment is accom- 
plished by means of Self-expression, This is of 
equal importance to the Self and others. The life 
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of love, or the life of service, is the life that loves 
лра serves the Self while it loves ahd serves others 

The life of love or the life of service is the life 
that accumulates freely and wisely, and that dis- 
tributes as freely and as wisely, Without prior 
accumulation there can be no distribution. Wise 
conservation results in wise accumulation. One’s 
income decreases as soon as his capital is impaired. 
And continual inroads upon his capital lead to the 
complete cessation of income, and finally to the 
entire loss of capital. On the highest plane of 
wisdom, the life of love, of service, of receiving and 
giving wisely insures the integrity of the Self, and 
assists to promote the integrity of all others. 

One Soul may offer to another the impulse or 
suggestion which shall fruit in Self-expression. 
One Soul may suggest to another, but each Soul de- 
termines its receptivity and the use and purpose 
to which it shall put the suggestions. 

One does not always benefit others by making 
gifts, bestowing alms, giving money, transferring 
property or otherwise materially assisting them. 
Зу many it is considered а kindness to save others 
from the consequences of their ignorance or error; 
but usually this involves a repetition of similar 
experiences in more aggravated form. Experi- 
ences do not come haphazard or as punishments 
They come according to Jaw, and they carry lessons 
of wisdom with them. 

One should not refrain from giving to others 
materially as well as spiritually, when necessity 
demands. One should not withhold expression of 
love and sympathy. Quite the contrary. Nor are 
muterial means or agencies to be deprecated. But 
Self-control is an essential if one would act to the 
best advantage of others 

One does not help others always when he gives 
advice or interferes in their affairs. There are so 
many ways whereby one may be of detriment to 
others, and so few whereby he may inure to their 
benefit. 

There is but one way in which one may feel as- 
sured that he is helping others. When one lives 
the life most conducive jo Self-development— 
lives his own life and minds his own business—he 
radiates health and harmony. He can never be 
certain of the result of material methods, but a life 
of love can but uplift and elevate whatever it comes 
in contact with. 

It is not a simple or easy matter to refrain from 
trying to live others’ lives. It is far more easy to 
scatter one’s material possessions, to dissipate one’s 
energies or to give vent to one's emotions) than it 
is to maintain Self-control and poise and exercise 
moderation. 

The problems of the Self and of others constitute, 
essentially, one problem. The constructive life, 
the life of love, the life of expression, the life that 
represents harmony and radiates bappiness, is the 
life most beneficial to the Self, and therefore most 
helpful to others. One helps others as he helps the 
Self, and thus assists others to help themselves, 

One helps others not through depriving them of 
the experiences that belong to them rightly, but by 
assisting them to meet successfully the experiences 
they attract. It matters little what obstacles one 
meets provided he has the strength to overcome 
them readily. Then, the greater the difficulties 
the more intense the pleasure and satisfaction of 
meeting and overcoming them. 

One helps others through assisting them to a 
clearer understanding of their inberent powers, and 
consequently to greater strength; thus enabling 
them better to guide, direct and control their lives. 
Assistance is rendered to the best advantage when 
one manifests the strength and power, the health 
and the happiness, that he would promote in 
others. For the Seif-developed, Self-controlled 
and Self-poised life is the life that is of the greatest 
benefit to all. 
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Men fail and are weak, negative and worried be- 
eause they continually seek power and not God: 
strenuous seeking always fails. 
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With the one blessed power of clairvoyance alone 
man ean free himself of all disease, all fret and worry, 
all woe and misery, all poverty and drudgery, and

THE GREAT COMPANIONSHIP OF THE WORLD 


A FACT of the utmost importance concerning 
human life is that individuals exist by one another 
and for one another. Society is not an artificial 
grouping of otherwise unrelated factors. The 
human being could never have developed into a 
“human” being had he not first been a social 
being. № is through the mutuality of his life's 
experience and endeavor that he has achieved 
progress. 1 

It takes all met, and all sorts of men, to make a 


man. The same common clay is moulded into 
each of us. The same universal elements are 
somewhat variously commingled. Cesar апа 


Cudge, Jesus and Judas grew out of the same stock. 
There is even more than a spiritual equality among 
the most diverse people—there is spiritual identity. 

The wholesome lite is established in the unity 
of man and in the unity of nature. It leaves no 

lace for separation. The wholesome is that which 
includes all. The individual can attain the per- 
fect life not by disassociating himself from the 
mass, but by coming into wholesome relation with 
the mass. No man can do justice to himself until 
he stands. helpfully, naturally and in freedom 
toward all men. Neither can he do justice to 
another or to society save as he has maintained a 
healthy self-regard. 

To thoroughly live means the lifting of one’s 
life beyond the limitation of self-conseiousness 
into the realm of world-conseiousness. It means 
the placing before us of no standard of excellence 
to which all the world is not eligible. 

To thoroughly live is to have no private scheme 
or plot, no desire of expectation of gaining for our- 
selves a height inaccessible to others. If we are 
living the wholesome life we will recognize every 
act of self-regard as a social service, and every 
social service that we do ac an enrichment of our 
own being. 

Someone has said, and it is my *hought over 
again: “The most complete and perfect form of 
selfishness is the most complete and perfect form 
of altruism.’ Human individualities are distinct 
centres of consciousness in the one life, just as there 
are different nerve centres in the one physical 
organism. We are individuals, not as opposed to 
one another, but as inclusive of one another. There 
is no possibility of gaining any real advantage for 
one's self, save as our action is conducive to the 
good of all. And if we attempt wisely and gen- 
erously to give ourselves in loving service to others 
we are actually bettering our own. condition. 

Humanity is one man. There is something of all 
men in each of us, All seeming antagonisms of 
interest exist only because of our misconceptions 
as to what constitute our true interests. th the 
long run what serves one serves all; yes, and in 
the long run what degrades one degrades all. 

As we come to understand that life is an infinite 
and eternal unity we see that quite independently 
of any man’s disposition or choice he always acts 
in living relation with the whole. By necessity, 
whatever he does serves the purposes of the world, 
even when he is most wilful and blind in his action. 
As the theologians would say: “Апа God shall 
make the wrath of man to praise Him." So all 
human conduct, whether it be the deed of a saint 
or of a scamp, enters into the world's life helpfully. 
The noble action is a positive factor, the false 
action is a negative factor. The one helps directly, 
the other helps by contrast and indirectly. 

There is nothing utterly wasted or lost—nothing 
that is not in time turned into good results. The 
one man, by his heroic life, gives the world an 
inspiring example; the other, in the very act of 
folly or ignorance, gives the world a warning ex- 
ample. Tt all counts in the rounding out and ful- 
filling of human experience. 

In the great companionship of the world there 
are no non-communieants. No one is of no ac- 
count, The weed has undiscovered virtues, and is 
а weed only because we have failed as yet to rightly 
interpret its meaning. 

There are splendid qualities in the wild apple. 
Even аз it is, at certain seasons of the year and 
under certain conditions, Thoreau tells us, it is 

referable to any of its more distinguished rivals. 
So often we find excellent traits of character, ele- 
ments of strength and wild virtues in the savage 
and in the criminal; and there is no hopeless speci- 
men. 

The unity of life, the solidarity of the world, is 
not man-made, nor does it wait for our recognition 
of it in order that it may become operative. It is 
a living principle that holds humanity together in 
spite of the perversity and stupidity of folks. 


Even the frightful devastations of war have been 
more than made good in ways undreamed of by 
the combatants. And no social or economic sys- 
tem, however seemingly merciless ın its operation, 
has been wholly mistaken. The severities and 
enormities that are a necessary outcome of the 
resent system of private profit are not to be 
Боа upon as altogether fruitless. They аге ап 
incident of social development; they are the groan- 
ing and travailing precedent to the birth of a new 
order, 

Society moves forward toward a condition which 
will satisfy the reasonable and righteous demands 
of all its members. The ideal is not to be attained 
outwardly and by force, but through the gradual 
bringing of the people into a consciousness of their 
true relation to one another. 

It is a fact that the outer life is but a reflection of 
the inner spirit; and the prevailing social and eco- 
nomic conditions, the laws and customs of a people, 
are at апу time a true measure and test of man's 
average development. The improvement of the 
outward: condition follows upon, and is а result of, 
the raising of the standards or life in the public 
mind. Whenever the people are sufficiently 
definite and agreed as to what is most desirable in 
social life that desire 13 certain to be realized. 

It is equally a fact that every improvement in 
outward conditions reacts upon the inner life of a 
people. The heart of man responds gladly to the 
touch of beauty, and the whole life is invigorated 
by kindly, helpful and humane associations. 

First, the outward conditions are determined by 
the spirit of man, and being steadily improved to 
meet his inward requirements they react to stim- 
ulate all that is best in his nature. So that we 
have a balancing of man and his environment—a 
swinging of the pendulum between the inner and 
the outer life, the centre of equilibrium being estab- 
lished neither in the caprice of man nor in the weight 
of circumstances, but in the blessed sovereignty of 
natural law. 

The psychic life of nature, like the physical life, 
is always a readjustment, the balancing of ex- 
tremes. Nothing can endure save as its existence 
is according to the requirements of justice. The 
universe is a perfect barmony—a balancing of part 
with part—no single atom being neglected, no 
simple process discredited. It is a system of exact 
compensation. No life in nature is made sub- 
ordinate more than another. The sun is impartial. 
The earth receives all with equal welcome. Mu- 
tuality is stamped upon the face of life. 

And so human society tends toward this final 
adjustment; the works of man are to be conformed 
to the works of nature, and only so can they be 
successful in the best sense. The wholesome life 
will be found to be the common life. There will 
be in human relations the same balancing of part 
with part, the same impartiality, the same mutual 
aid, that are everywhere seen in the outward 
world. 

Good, better, best, are terms which can be used 
only to express relative conceptions; but there is an 
absolute principle of goodness that that which 1s best 
for one is best for all. And toward the full realiza- 
tion of that principle the life of the world surely 
tends. 

The last word of social science is but an echo of 
the cry of every human heart, and that cry is for 
fellowship. The mutuality which is stamped upon 
the face of nature everywhere is the deepest and 
most irresistible impulse of the human soul. Noth- 
ing can satisfy the growing life of man that does not 
contribute to the common good. Апа this is as it 
must be, or the integrity of natural law would be 
violated and the universe proven a lie. 

Every act of injustice is, in the last analysis, an 
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act of insanity. Every cruelty, every hateful im- 
»ilse, every wilful deception, every threat of vio- 
ce every lustful desire, every mere self-indul- 
gence at the cost of another's happiness, is all the 
same as if an idiot were to beat ав head in rage 
against a wall. We do not know any better or we 
would not continue one moment a life of mutual 
antagonism. 

Let me impress upon your mind the fact that 
human society is not an experiment; it is not de- 
peudent upon any chance event or turn of events; 
it is not а matter of man's preference, as if we had 
power to thwart the universe or to add anything to 
its completeness. The true life of man is as much 
subject to natural law and is as perfectly an out- 
working of the universal life as is the growth of a 
blade of grass or the swing of a planet. 

There is no peradventure or perhaps as to what 
the common lite of the world is growing toward, or 
into what condition it will ultimately arrive. The 
future society is already established in nature, its 
main hnes of development are everywhere indi- 
cated, and its final realization is mevitable 

The clearing up of human consciousness will 
mean the fulfilment of justice in public affairs. 
The human heart beats to the tune of universal 
well-being. Every healthy manly instinct, every 
noble passion, every true desire is a prophecy of 
the day when the sun m all its course shalt pour its 
warmth and light into open, loving hearts, and 
peace and good will shall encircle the globe. 

Justice is certain to follow human intelligence, 
the reign of love is certain to result from the in- 
crease and building up of the wholesome life. 

This is life’s beautiful meaning—that it shall 
grow the most superb individuals, not for their 
own sake, but for each other's sake; not to stand 
apart in solitary grandeur, but that out of the 
sharing of each other's lives there shall grow with- 
out limit a perfect companionship. ‘The base of 
all metaphysics,” as Whitman says, that which 
underlies al! systems, all philosophies and all 
religions—“is the dear love of man for his com- 
rade, the attraction of friend to friend.”

Tur ultimate end and objeet of religion and all 
its various institutions and organizations is the 
development of manhood. И is the individuals 
who make up the community and who determine 
the character of the race, nation or church. ОГ 
course, to. improve the individual we must look to 
the whole; the two are indeed inseparable; but it is 
easier and simpler to understand that to improve 
the whole we must look to the individual, 

We have often to speak of regenerating a country 
or making a nation; but for this the first requisite 
is to see whether the individuals who constitute the 
nation are improving or not. , Terms like national 
life; national intelligence, national conscience are 
of the nature of abstract ideas. If they exist any- 
where they exist with reference to the individual. 
A nation is deeply moral when the individuals 
constituting it have a high sense of moral respon- 
sibility. Before a high standard of intellectual 
eulture can be made current in а community there 
must be seen a strong love of knowledge in many 
individuals. The national standard of culture, of 
course, in its turn largely influences the individual. 
But in all practical work we must begin with the 
individual. It is the individual, again, who brings 
strength or glory to à community. И is because 
a few able men were born in à country or com- 
munity that its level of life has been raised by a 
long stretch, It was because Gladstone, Bright 
and Fawcett lived and worked that the political 
life in England has become what it is. It was 
because Kesub Chunder Sen, Kristodas Pal, 
Iswar Chandra Vidyasagar lived and worked that 
Bengal society was so deeply moved and stirred a 
few decades ago. Ц is not contended that the 
individual men were all; that there were not other 
forces at work; but given the other forces as they 
were, but for these gifted individuals the state of 
things might have been different. 

It being so, the strength of a cause, be it religious, 
social, political or anything else, must depend to a 
large extent upon the sort of men to whom it has 
been intrusted. A most just and righteous cause 
may in the hands of unworthy men degenerate and 
be worthy only of contempt and indifference of 
people, 1t is the quality of men who lead it, the 
amount of devotion, sacrifice, earnestness which 
they bring to its work that will largely determine 
its place, position, usefulness and power. This is 
at times glaringly seen in the contemporary his- 
tory of nations and community. In England, 
wliere there are many religious denominations, and 
various organizations of different nature, it is 
wonderful to see how they fluctuate in strength 
from generation to generation as men of powerful 
personality are available or wanting in them. In 
one decade the Methodists are very powerful be- 
cause they have among them a few gifted preach- 
ers, skilful organizers, some men of wonderful 
devotion and noble self-sacrifice. In the next 
decade the power passes to another denomination 
because men of superior ability are to be found in it. 

Abstract excellence of a cause is not enough to 
draw the admiration and allegiance of ordinary 
people. Men, as a rule, are moved by the towering 
excellence of their fellow-men. Wherever they 
see intellectual grandeur, moral sublimity, spirit- 
ual depth, fragrance of a noble life, they uncon- 
seiously bend in reverence and are elevated by it. 
It. is the look of reverence that lifts men up. So 
long as the human soul does not find anything 
higher to look up to, no quickening of life is pos- 
sible, there is not. yet any motive for progress, the 
lever that will raise it up is wanting. 

If we are to raise this nation, if we want to gen- 
erate а power for the uplifting of our fellow-men we 
must have among us men worthy of such a mission. 
If we want to make the nation great we must pro- 
duce great men among us—men of broad vision, 
lion hearts, men of moral earnestness and spiritual 
sublimity. We must have men among us who will 
embody in their own persons а higher type of man- 
hood. The standard of culture is to be raised; for 
that it is necessary that we shall produce men who 
are intoxicated with love of culture, apostles of 
culture who have consecrated themselves to the 
pursuit of knowledge.

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Normal Man is Not Car- 
nivorous 


As man evolves and unfolds and comes into con- 
sciousness he naturally drops animal and brutish 
tendencies, especially in his appetites. 

In the “Science of Life" we read: “Normal man 
is not considered carnivorous. The formation of 
the teeth, say our to-day anatomists and patholo- 
gists, the structure of the stomach, the alimentary 
canal, and the entire organism, prove beyond the 
possibility of a doubt that man is not to be the com- 
yanion of lions, tigers, hyenas and ravening wolves 
m his daily diet. Flesh eating is an artificial ргас- 
tice. Itisan abnormal taste acquired through long 
generations, and peculiarly gratifying to the lower 
instincts of blood and aggressive war." 

Flesh eating makes one nervous and abnormally 
restless; it cannot produce a calm, mild and serene 
disposition. The very fact that man is willing to 
have his fellow-animals slaughtered that he may 
please his appetite certainly does not seem right 
and just, does it? 

“Physiologists studying, reasoning upon the na- 
ture of drinks and foods, know that these, digested 
and assimilated, make the blood, that the blood 
makes up the body, and that the body affects the 
manifestations of the mind. Bears fed on fruits 
and cereals become mild in disposition." 

All flesh-eating beings, man or animals, are very 
restless and nervous, and subject to mental and 
physical breakdowns, Much insanity and nery- 
ous prostration can be traced directly to an abnor- 
mal appetite for flesh-meat.
